Annexation Is Approved 


By a 3 to 1 vote cast by 35 per 
cent of the eligible voters an- 
nexation of Mid-Valley area to 
Chino Basin Municipal Water dis- 
trict was approved Tuesday. 

Of 4,200 registered voters, a to- 
tal of 1,549 hallots were cast with 
1,166 approying the annexation 
and 381 opposing the action. Only 
2 ballots were voided. 

With approval of the annexa- 
tion, 85,000 acres valued at $20 
million are annexed by Chino Ba- 
sin Municipal Water district. and 
Metropolitan Water district of 
Southern California, according to

The latter portion of the defini- 
tion is the meat of the whole 
thing. While it is conceivably 
possible to overlook an infection 
or infestation, it is hardly possible 
that a man who has passed the 
examination for his license could 
overlook dirt-filled porches with 
contacts, form boards and form 
stakes, debris in the understruc- 
ture and inadequate ventilation as 
well as many other items. 

In 
two recent cases in Upland, one 
on North Fourth avenue, the 
other on East Eighth street, so- 
called ‘‘Clearances” were issued 
vet in the case on Fourth avenue, 
dirt-filled porches with contact 
exist, and there are form boards 
and stakes left, also debris in 
the under structure. On Eighth 
street. there are dirt-filled porch- 
es with contacts. 

All that is necessary is for the 
present owners to demand from 
the previous owners that the es- 
crow instructions be complied 
with. Then the necessary work 
will be performed or the deal may 
be called off withthe previous 
owner liable for all‘ expense in- 
eurred as well as for any profit 
they may have enjoyed from the 
deal.

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Robert Larkin Enters Priesthood - 
Community and Church are Honored 


Devoted Adult Leaders Make Real 
Effort On Scout Movement 


Robert Larkin, a native of Upland, is going 
to enter the priesthood of the Episcopal church 
here today. 

Since a youngster, the young Uplander has 
been preparing himself for this event. His 
life from day to day and his scholastic train- 
ing were all pointed to the time when he would 
become a clergyman and for his role of giving 
religious inspiration to everyone. 

This community has furnished many doc- 
tors, engineers, civic leaders and leaders in 
agricultural and other fields. Mr. Larkin, how- 
ever, is one of the few people in the commun- 
ity who have chosen the religious field and 
who have completely dedicated their lives to 
the unselfish role of helping others. 

St. Mark’s church is the setting for the cere- 
mony that will officially place Mr. Larkin 
among the ranks of the clergy. This historic 
church here and its congregation are to be 
congratulated for the influence on the young 
Uplander—as well as all of its communicants. 

The career of the Rev..Mr. Larkin will be 
followed closely by all in his home community 
and it is thrilling to realize that one from among 
us is devoting his life to the enviable role of a 
minister, 


A local mother, who has reared her family 
and who has already given much time as a 
leader in the Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. had 
expected to retire from this extra-curricular 
activity. Her associates agreed she deserved 
retirement, since now her children were well 
past the scout age. 

For a few months she devoted herself only 
to her household. And then she heard about 
a large Cub scout group that was about ready 
to break up because the former leader became 
ill. For three weeks, the young Cubbers met 
informally and then they were going to be 
disbanded—because no leader could be found. 

At this point, the local mother got busy. 
She again assumed the role of leader. 

This is Boy Scout week. More than 3,000,- 
000 young fellows are in the Scout movement. 
While the Scouts merit great praise and re- 
cognition, it is the adult volunteer leaders 
who make the great endeavor so worthwhile. 

Many scores of adults in the Upland, Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga area give so generously 
of their time and efforts to make possible an 
outstanding Scout program in this area. The 
Scout program can be no better than the vol- 
unteer leaders. 

The mother who is the subject of this com- 
ment is only typical of most leaders. These 
men and women recognize the great influence. 
for good in the lives of the youngsters and the 
great training the Scouts receive—so they de- 
votedly give so much. 

All any boy can know about manhood un- 
til he reaches it is what he sees in the men 
around him. The. boy who yearns for the day 
to come when he can call himself a man, when 
he can lead his own life and carve his own 
place in the world, is training himself to be 
like the men he knows. So it does little good 
to criticize the younger generations and de- 
mand better training for them unless we give 
them the-examples they need. 

What lies ahead for the Scouts depends 
on how much we as adults are willing to put 
into the organization. As more serve, more 
can be accomplished. 

Here is both an opportunity and a chal- 
lenge. 


Getting the Most For The Public 
Dollar in Practical Public Buildings 


If Governor Goodwin Knight's words mean 
what they say, the new buildings erected by 
the state of California will be built only for 
the purpose of serving the public, with little 
thought given to their artistic appearance— 
if it is going to cost money to add'the “art”. 

In other words, the public tax money is go- 
ing to ‘build practical structures that will give 
the most utility even though they may be 
austere in appearance. 

The governor discussed a program of “rea- 
sonable economy” at the convention of the 
California Newspaper Publishers association 
in Los Angeles last week. No new taxes will 
be levied—as far as he is concerned—and his 
frank enunciation of a strict spending program 
received wide applause. 

The state has a huge reserve fund, some- 
times called a “rainy day’ account. Rather 
than raise more taxes, the governor would ra- 
ther use some of this reserve money, he said. 

Due to the huge increase in population, 
there is a great need for more school byild- 
ings, more hospitals, more prisons and other 
state guildings. California's taxpayers will 
provide all that is needed—and what is need- 
ed is more building space, not lavish expendi- 
ture on appearance and extras. 

Buildings erected for utility purposes can 
be reasonably attractive. We hope the gov- 
ernor is always insistant on getting the most 
for the publi¢ dollar. 


Abraham Lincoln. . . 


It is a thing of never-ending wonder how 
so many utterances of Abraham Lincoln go 
on through the years without the least losing 
their freshness and force. their depth and in- 
spiration. But it proves that he who touches 
the chord of truth speaks for eternity. 

If Lincoln had never been elected president, 
if he had never been the nation’s leader in 
its greatest crisis, he would still have been the 
man of greatness. His years in the White 
House did not make him what he was; rather 
it brought out what he was. 

Like other men. Lincoln had his faults and 
his failings. But his virtues—his vision and 
his courage, .his humanity and humility. more 
than offset what he lacked. He never lost 
the common touch. He spoke for the masses. 
He voiced what they felt but could not speak. 

Lincoln symbolizes the priciples on which 
America was founded; the equality of all men, 
the opportunity for the lowliest to reach the 
heights, the vigorous support of right, the firm 
resistance to wrong and the tolerance toward 
those of differing views. 

On the occasion of the 145th anniversary 
of his birth, the nation pays tribute to one of 
its greatest and most humble men—Abraham 
Lincoln.

There is a proposal in Congress to set 
aside a room in the Capitol where lawmakers 
might go to pray. The question might be ar- 
gued whether such a room is actually neces- 
sary, but certainly few congressmen who have 
sought to wisely decide the tremendous is- 
sues thrust before them have not felt the need 
of prayer. From the earliest years of our 
country our great leaders have turned to the 
Almighty for the inspiration to carry them 
and the Nation through perilous times. Wash- 
ington and Lincoln prayed often. President 
Eisenhower in the first words of his Inaugural 
Address offered a prayer for wisdom and 
guidance. Prayer, it has been said, is not so 
much a matter of asking God for something as 
it is an effort to know the Divine purpose. A 

. room in the Capitol where lawmakers may 
gain a clearer understanding of that purpose 
would surely have its benefits.

Add Fourth Jet 
At Chaffey 


To give the 55 men in the ad- 
vance engine class at Chaffey col- 
lege training in jets, a fourth jet 
engine has been added to the 
equipment of the Chaffey aero- 
hautics engine shops.

Three other jets owned by the 
department include an American- 
made General Electric one-ton 
centrifugal type, 10-cylinder mo- 
del, used .in P-80s. The others 
are one axial-flow German engine 
and one pulse jet, the type used 
in the V-2 rocket in Germany, 
popularly known as the buzz 
bomb.
